UNDER THE DEEP 8EA 

HOW THE HEAVILY LADEN DIVER 
GOES ABOUT HIS WORK. 

Bis Dress Wstflii Htsrlr Two Haa- 

dred Pounds mad Is a Vs vy Csapli* 

sated Affair—The Signalman Helds 

the Diver's Life la His Hands. 

The dress of a fully equipped divar 
weighs, iu round numbers, 170 pounds. 
Taking off his everyday garb, the diver 
pulls on his thiok underclothing—a 
white knitted sweater and trousers and 
a pair of ribbed stockings, also white. 
Ihould he intend to workdn unusually 
deep water, he puts on two, sometimes 
three, sets of underclothing, to relieve 
the pressure of the water. 

The woolen clothing donned, the next 
garment is the diving dress, measuring 
for a man of average height 6 feet 5 
inches from the collar to the sole of the 
foot. This dress is made of solid sheet 
india rubber, covered on both sides with 
tanned twill. It has a double collar, the 
inner one to pull up round the neck, 
and the outer one, of red india rubber, 
to go over the breastplate and form a 
water tight joint. The cuffs also are of 
red india robber and fit tightly round 
the wrists, making, when secured by 
the vulcanized india rubber rings, wa¬ 
ter tight joints, at the same time leav¬ 
ing the diver’s hands free. In the outer 
collar 12 holes are bored for securing 
the breastplate. This is made qf tinned 
copper. The outer edge is of bfass and 
has 12 screws firmly fitted to it at in- 
tervals and projecting upward. Those 
projections pass through the correspond¬ 
ing boles in the outer collar of the dress. 

The band of the breastplate is in four 
sections, and the holes in the sections 
pass over the protecting screws and are 
secured in place by wing nuts or thumb¬ 
screws. A little carefal consideration 
will make it clear that the dress is held 
in position by its robber oollar, with 
the aid of the breastplate flange and 
wing nnts. 

The upper edge of the breastplate is 
fitted with a neck ring and a segmental 
screw. The nse of this we shall present¬ 
ly explain. 

The boots are of stout leather, with 
leaden soles, and are secured over the 
instep by buckles ajd straps. The pair 
weighs 82 pounds^—fw^ pounds over 
the quarter of a hundredweight. The 
lead soles are firmly attached by copper 
rivets. The tbngues of the boots are 
very wide. Boots intended for rough 
work are fitted with metal toe caps. 
Thus far—underclothing, dress, breast¬ 
plate and boots—is our’ diver arrayed.

the inlet valve and an elbow tube, th< 
other end of the air pipe is fitted on t< 
the nozzle of the air delivering divinf 
pump.

A despatch from London, Eng., says: 
—The absence of any clue to the thief 
who abstracted £60,610 In notes from 
Parr's Bank on Monday afternoon In¬ 
creased the suspicion that there was 
oollusion inside the bank, and all the 
employes were immediately arrested. 
The searoh, however, was fruitless. 
The notes were taken from the chief 
cashier's drawer while he was at 
luncheon. The fact that the interior 
of the bank is open to the view of pag- 
sere-by, makes it seem incredible that 
a stranger oould have vaulted over 
the counter and reached the cashier's 
drawer without being seen. 

All the numbers of the miseing notes 
have been published. There were £88,- 
000 in £1,000 notes, and these will hr 
very difficult to handle anywhere as 
the police of the world have been noti¬ 
fied of the robbery and of the numbers 
of the notes. If the note* are never 
cashed the Bank of England will be so 
much the gainer.

Propoftrd "Mm# Railway* Bflwrrn Liver¬ 
pool aa«l MunrHenter.

BRITISH WARSHIPS. 

Number of VchmIk Now llnlldlng U a 
Record One, 

A despatch from London, says:—The 
record number of British warships is 
now building, amounting to 119 vessels, 
ranging from the heaviest battle¬ 
ships to tiny torpedo-boat destroyers, 
the figures being 16 first-class iron¬ 
clads, 36 cruisers, 14 sloops and gun¬ 
boats, and 53 torpedo-boat destroyers. 
The armoured ships building at a cost 
of over £26,000,000 number 28, with a 
tonnage of over 350,000 tons, the num¬ 
ber exceeding by two the entire Rus¬ 
sian fleet of battleships, and treble 
the number of armoured vessels in

WHAT IS SHOWN OF 8RIP 

THE GERM HAS BEEN DISCOVERED 
AND ANALYZED. 


■ew II Spread* aad Mreedft-Freeaatle 
la Re Taken to Prevent drip. 

Tbs grip germ chose a bad year this 
time if it wanted to preserve its iden¬ 
tity unknown. The medic# 1 and scien¬ 
tific world appears to be particularly 
active these days, and has been mak¬ 
ing all sorts of new discoveries the 
last few months. It is little wonder, 
then, that when Is grippe came along 
it was speedily found out, and now 
wa know all about—or at least a little 
about—that freaky little germ which 
has been making ao much trouble the 
past few years. 

The grip germ—so we are told by 
scientists—started on his present tour 
last November, in Turkey. It followed 
the lines of commerce westward, and 
came across the Atlantic in the big 
liners to New York. 

It is interesting to know what kind 
of an animal this germ is. The micro¬ 
scopical examinations df the germ in 
the New York Health Department lab¬ 
oratory show that it looks outwardly 
like a goose egg; that is, when it is 
enlarged, say, one thousand billion 
times. It has an outer covering or 
envelope corresponding to an egg's 
shell. Within this is a cellular mass 
of whitish stuff which is very like the 
white of an egg. In the very middle 
is the protoplasm corresponding to the 
yolk of an egg. 

THE GERiM AT WORK. 

This grip germ is constantly at work 
when in the human system, throwing 
off the poisonous liquid which causes 
the grip. It is not the germ itself that 
makes the disease ; it is the excres¬ 
cence, or matter it throws off. The 
actual size of this little creature is 
about one-twenty-five thousand of 
an inch in length. It is utterly un¬ 
able to move itself. The way it trav¬ 
els is by sticking itself on to some per¬ 
son or thing that is moving. W hen 
it gets attached to a person it reaches 
the mouth or nose in due time. Ths 
tongue is one of its first lodging places 
if it gets into the mouth. There are 
excellent hiding places among the lit¬ 
tle stumpe and knobs tha tform the 
rough surface of the tongue. Though 
this is an excellent hiding place, the 
grip germ, being round, like an egg, 
is soon rolled backward and downward 
by the constant swallowing motion that 
is going on in the mouth. 

This throws the grip germs into just 
the places they like best, the mucous 
membrane of the nasal passages, the 
throat and the lungs. Here they be¬ 
gin to breed and soon spread themselves 
all over the breathing region, from the 
nasal passages of the head, down 
through the larnyx, thyroid gland, 
trncnea, bronchial tube* and lungs, 

The way the grip germ breeds is by 
lengthening itself and then dividing 
in the middle. This operation takes 
twenty minutes. Each new born germ 
repeats the same operation in the same 
time.

Since 1892, when Professor Rober 
Pfeifer discovered the grip germ, oj 
bacillus, in Berlin, people have had ; 
dread of the little creature. It wai 
generally thought that these germi 
travelled in waves or clouds througl 
the air, particularly when the air wai 
thick and heavy with moisture. 

Dr. Jenkins, Health Commissioner p 
New York, now says that this is a mis 
taken idea. The grip germs may tx 
carried through the air to some extent 
but for the most part they are con¬ 
veyed by contact from one person tt 
afaother. In the constant rubbing to- 
gether of people in u great city, ir 
friendly hand-shaking, in the scatter 
ing of the germs broadcast in public 
conveyances by th« habit of spitting 
on tho car floors, the means of the 
spread of the germ is unlijnited. 

It would seem from this that there 
is absolutely no escape from the all- 
pervading grip germ. But Dr. Jen¬ 
kins says there is. His first advice is 
to keep one's system in a vigorous, 
healthy condition, so it may. be able tc 
resist the grip germs' uttack. in ad¬ 
dition to this, Dr. Jenkins prescribes 
some simple tonics and cleansing and 
disinfecting remedies. 

HOW TO AVOID AN ATTACK OF 
GRIP. 

Dr. William I. Jennings givfs the fol¬ 
lowing advice as to the best means 
of warding off an attack of grip. He 
says:— 

"There is a general impression that 

? ;rip germs flourish best in (he mild 
oggy, unseasonable weather of winter. 
It has been found lately that the wea¬ 
ther has absolutely nothing to do with 
the direct breeding of these germs. Hut 
these disease germs attack persons dur¬ 
ing limes of sudden change of tempera¬ 
ture because the human system is apt 
at such times to be below the normal 
.and unable to resist their onset. 

"Individuals, for seif protection, must 
rely upon strict observance* of those 
conditions which their own experience 
has shown them conduce most to their 
well being. Nourishing and well- 
cooked food, wholesome drinks, Suffi¬ 
cient sleep and personal cleanliness 
are essential. We cannot all eat the 
same food, drink the same fluids, or 
live by identical iron-clad rules. 

"Every one must judge, for himself, 
but he must certainly avoid irregular¬ 
ity in hours, over-eating, abuse of 
stimulating drinks, insufficient sleep 
and exposure to conditions that be 
knows are likely to give him a c«/«i li¬ 
the head or a sore throat, foi tb»- 
germs of influenza find in $ mucous 
membrane already weakened t* in¬ 
flammation a *011 tn which they *• Ur¬ 
iah luxuriantly. 

"It U especially desirable to -tv- iu 
overheated rooms, or au atmosphere 
that is foul with exhalations from the 
human body or other impurities. Sud¬ 
den changes of temperature should be 
guarded against by paying particular 
attention to the clothing, 'making 
changes in the outer clothing rather 
than in underwear. It might be well 
also to wash or rinse the nose, mouth 
or throat night and morning with an 
unirritating solution of some oae of 
tho numerous toilet disinfectants that 
can be found in any drug store.

BANE OF ENGLAND CORIO& 


The Bank of England note library is 
on© of tbe most interesting places in 
the world. It is a small, arehed room 
in the bowels of the earth, flanking a 
dimly-lighted lane leading to impreg¬ 
nable vaults of gold, and ia in charga 
or two or three gentlemen, who alt at 
a desk silently counting bank no tea, 
and tying them up in neat, compact 
parcels. 

A London Daily Mail representative 
had occasion to go there, and he was 
shown, as all privileged visitors are 
shown, three framed Bank of England 
notes of considerable historic- interest. 
They are carefully guarded and pre¬ 
served, like the other many treasures 
in the bank. 

The first note was for £ 1 , 060 , which 1 
was given by Alexander Cochrane, af¬ 
terward Lord Dundonald, in payment 
of a fine inflicted upon him some time 
before the battle of Waterloo. Cochrane, 
after destroying the French fleet in 
the Aix Reads, was accused and con¬ 
victed of a stock-jobbing fraud, and 
part of his sentence was the payment 
of a fine of £1,000. Cochrane, whose 
sentence was years afterward annull¬ 
ed, bitterly resented his punishment, 
and when. In July, 1815, he tendered 
the note in payment of the fine, he 
made the following pathetic Indorse¬ 
ment upon it: " My health having suf¬ 
fered by long and close confinement; 
and my oppressors having resolved to 
deprive me of property or life, 

I SUBMIT TO ROBBERY, 
to protect myself from murder, in the 
hope that I shall live to bring the de¬ 
linquents to justice.—Cochrane Orated 
Chamber, King’s B^nch Prison, 3d July 
1815.” 

Another interesting note is one for 
£25, which was issued on July 8, 1736, 
and was not returnedr to the bank un¬ 
til March 9, 1847—111 years after. It 
had evidently passed through many 
hands during that long time, as it is 
torn in many places, and but for the 
supporting glass and frame back would 
totter to pieces. 

The third note is remarkable as the 
only one-million-pound Bank of Eng¬ 
land note ever issued. Its history Is 
not known, and even the date or its 
issue is a mystery, as either much cir¬ 
culation or voracious moths have been 
responsible for the absence of big 
slices of this unique^ slip of paper. It 
is known that it was issued between 
the years 1782 and 1807, as it bears 
the name of Mr. Ab. Newland, who was 
during that time Governor of the 
Bank of England, but the purpose of 
its issue is still a secret. In the left- 
hand corner is written " No. 1.” It was 
the first and the last. You cannot get 
a bank note now of a greater value 
than £1,000. 

And then the gentleman who so care¬ 
fully explained the points about the 
ancient notes turned to the modern 
ones. They formed a single row of 
small parcels on the desk i 

" How many are there—two hun¬ 
dred !” 

" Fifty-seven thousand,” quietly re¬ 
plied the official, " that is about the 
number we have every day.” And he 
spoke about those 57,000 just as un¬ 
concernedly as a grocer would of a 
dozen of eggs. It is extraordinary 
what familiarity does.

linquents to justice.—Cochrane Grated 
Chamber, King's Bench Prison, 3d July 
1815.” 

Another interesting note is one for 
£25, which was issued on July £, 1736, 
and was not returned to the bank un¬ 
til March 9, 1847—111 years after. It 
had evidently passed through many 
hands daring that long time, as it is 
torn in many places, and but for the 
supporting glass and frame back would 
totter to pieces. 

The third note is remarkable as the 
only one-mil lion-pound Bank of Eng¬ 
land note ever issued. Its history Is 
not known, and even the date of its 
issue is a mystery, as either much cir¬ 
culation or voracious moths have been 
responsible for the absence of big 
slices of this unique slip of paper. It 
is known that it was issued between 
the years 1782 and 1807, as it bears 
the name of Mr. Ab. Newland, who was 
during that time Governor of the 
Bank of England, but the purpose of 
its issue is still a secret. In the left- 
hand corner is written " No. 1.” It was 
the first and the last. You cannot get 
a bank note now of a greater value 
than £1,000. 

And then the gentleman who so care¬ 
fully explained the points about the 
ancient notes turned to the modern 
ones. They formed a single row of 
small parcels on the desk 

” How many are there—two hun¬ 
dred ?” 

” Fifty-seven thousand,” quietly re¬ 
plied the official, ” that is about the 
number we have every day.” And he 
spoke about those 57,000 just as un¬ 
concernedly as a grocer would of a 
dozen of eggs. It is extraordinary 
what familiarity does.

Onion Soup With Cream.—Take two 
quarts broth, four large onions, two 
Lablenpoonfuls butter, cne tablospoon- 
ful flour, one cup cream, three egg 
yolks. Cut the onions into halves, slice 
them very fine and fry in the butter 
antil lightly colored ; dredge with the 
flour ; stir with a spoon for two min¬ 
utes longer and then moisten with the 
broth or water, let boil for one hour, 
seanon with salt and pepper. Beat the 
&K8 yolks and the cream together and 
add to the soup when serving without 
letting it boil. Serve sippets of bread 
*nd grated Parmesan or Swiss cheese 
(separate. 

English Stew—This is an excellent 
preparation of cold meat, which is first 
mt in slices and then sprinkled with 
pepper, salt and flour. Lay them in 
a dish, and on ihem place a few pick* } 
Icb of any kind or a small quantity of 
picked cabbage. Take a teacup half 
full of water, add' to it a small quan¬ 
tity of the pickle vinegar, or a small 
quantity of catsup, and add gravy 
that may be set by for use. Stir all 
together, and pour over the meat and 
set it in the oven for about half an 
hour, and serve hot. 

Duchesse Cake.—One and a half cup¬ 
fuls butter, 1 cupful sugar, 6 eggs, 1 
teaspoonfui baking powder, 1 pint 
flour, 1 teaspoonful extract cinnamon. 
Rub the butter and sugar to a light 
cream ; add the eggs, 2 at a time, beat¬ 
ing 10 minutes between each addition. 
Sift together flour and powder, add 
to the butter, etc., with the extract; 
mix into a medium thick batter, and 
bake in small shallow, square pans, 
lined with thin white paper, in a steady 
oven 30 minutes. When they are,taken 
from the oven, ice them. 

Pumpkin Pie—Take large sized 
pumpkin, firm, of deep color, wash and 
boil just as you would potatoes with 
skin on ; when thoroughly cooked pass 
carefully through sieve, clearing it of 
all lumps, seeds, etc. Take 1 cup brown 
sugar, 1 cup molasses, mix well to¬ 
gether. Beat the whites and yolks of 
four eggs well together and mix with 
the pumpkin thoroughly ; then add the 
molasses and sugar, pinch of salt, 4 
teaspoonfuls of best ginger, 1 teaspoon¬ 
ful ground cinnamon ; take 1 cup milk, 
mix well all together. This is intended 
to make 6 pies; should pumpkin not 
be a large one, add less milk so as 
not to get too thin. Bake in deep plate 
lined with plain pastry. Spanish pie 
made in same way. '

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THE FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


Speed! le a Bvci f »fce 

Mali Pellawsc 
The spsed of .the flight of birds is 
oftsn overestimated. The late Dr. 
Oottke, of England, supposed that mi- 
,grating birds travelled at the rate of 
180 miles an hour, which Is almost cer¬ 
tainly impossible; and estimates of 140 
and 160 miles an hour are frequently 


A recent flight of carrier pigeons, 
irom the Shetland Isles to London 
brought out a sustained average speed 
of 87 miles an hour, for 16 hours. This, 
howevsr, included stops for rest* and 
probably a good deal of circling to 
spy oqt the way, for a pigeon does not 
fly straight to the mark. Better speed 
was onoe made from Paris to Spa-260 
miles, in 6 hours, but even this gives 
no hint of what a pigeon could do over 
e measured ten miles. Some authori¬ 
ties put their speed as high as 100 
miles an hour; it is certainly very 
nearly that. 

Sir Ralph Payne Galloway estimates 
the flight of a teal duck at 140 miles 
an hour, but this again is doubtless 
in excess of*the truth. It is well known 
that when gales exoeed 40 miles an 
hour only the strongest flying birds 
can make muoh headway against the 
wind. Anyone who has travelled at a 
mile a minute on the pilot of an en¬ 
gine knows that the air resistance is 
felt as an almost crushing fores. 

Audubon, the naturalist, once shot 
in Louisiana some pigeons in whose 
wope he found rice of a kind wbioh 
cbuldn't have been eaten nearer than 
South Carolina, 860 miles away. From 
the state of digestion of the rice, he 
concluded that it had been eaten six 
hours earlier. Hence he figured out a 
speed of a mile a minute for the whole 
distance, though manifestly such com¬ 
putations can not be very reliable. He 
placed the speed of wild ducks at 46 
milts an hour. 

Ih general, it Is not believed that 
any bird ever flew more than 100 miles 
an hour, though It may be true. The 
swifter birds can certainly do from six¬ 
ty to ninety miles, perhaps more, and I 
almost any bird, forty to fifty milen 
an hour. A frequent source of error 
in estimating bird flight is the fact 
that, at an even rate or speed, a small 
bird seems to be going much faster 
than a big one. 

The carrier pigeon, the frigate bird, 
the faioon and the eagle are the cham¬ 
pions among big birds. The swallow is 
not particularly fast, but seams swift 
because he is so little.
